The August m e e tly of the city 
council Friday night was a busy ses­ 
sion and many ordinances for public 
improv ements and other m atters were 
considered. 
All the members of the 
oouncil were present and the first 
m atter taken up was the pay ment of 
bills for the month 
These were or­ 
dered paid to the amount of 13,59 5. 
City Clerk Bardwell read a report of 
the sev eral amounts on hand in the 
sidewalk and street repair funds of 
the different wards which showed the 
funds fast disappearing. 


REDUCE WHOLESALE LICENSE 
An ordinance was read rev ising the 
ordinance for the wholesaling of spir­ 
ituous liq uors, ex cepting m alt liq uor, 
and reducing the license from 1150 to 
150 per y ear. On motion of Alderman 
Smith the ordinance was referred to 
the proper committee to report at the 
nex t meeting. 


TAX LEVY ORDINANCE. 
The tax lev y ordinance prov iding 
for tax es to meet the appropriations 
for the city ’s ex penses for the present 
y ear was adopted on motion of Alder­ 
man Gage. The ordinance prov ided 
for a special bridge tax to pay four 
bridge bonds and interest amounting 
in all to $4,9 6 0, for a special library 
fund of $2,000 to support the Dix on 
public library ; and for a general fund 
of $38,480 div ided as follows;

PASS COLLEOK AVB, SEWER. 


Local improv ement ordinances pro­ 
v iding for a sewer on College av enue 
and a number of short laterals was 
passed with but one dissenting v ote, 
th at of Alderman W atts. The total 
cost of the work is estimated at $12,- 
520.01. The laterals are to be built on 
Elrst, Second, Third, Fourth, Sev enth 
and VanBuren. 
An ordinace prov iding for an 8 -inch 
sanitary sewer on Dix on av enue from 
Fourth to Second streets was passed, 
the estimated cost to be $53-5 28. 


MACADAM ORDERED. 
I t was v oted by ordinance to ma­ 
cadamize the block 38 feet wide on 
East Boy d street, between O ttaw a 
and Crawford, the estimated cost to 
be $588.47. 
Macadam 
40 feet wide was also 
ordered on Jackson av enue from Six th 
to Sev enth, the estim ated cost being 
$410.18. 
Macadam 40 feet wide and a cement 
curb on the west side of the block was 
ordered in on Hennepin av enue from 
Fifth to Six th. 


A PETITION TABLED. 


A petition by Second street property 
owners asking th at the walk ordered 
in on th at street from Grant to Logan 
av enues be constructed on the curb 
line instead of one foot from the lot 
line was read. 
May or Edwards asked 
if any of the property owners were 
present to ex plain why this change 
should be made, but as there was no 
response the petition was laid on the 
table. 


LUNCH STAND TROUBLES 


A second petition from the res­ 
taurant owners of the city was read 
asking th at Clarence E. Boothby be 
req uested to remov e his lunch stand 
from Ihe streets. 
This prov oked a 
liv ely dlsoussion among sev eral of the 
aldermen,particularly Aldermen Gage, 
Gannon and Schorr. 
I t was finally 
mov ed by Alderman Stephan th a t the 
ordinance committee hav e City A t­ 
torney Dornblaser prepare an ordin­ 
ance prohibiting from the streets re­ 
freshment stands where sandwiches 
are sold.

and 
W atts v oted against the motion, all 
others In fav or of it. 


Trustees Ha v e Ordered the Ex pendi­ 
ture o f $6 .000 in Wo rk. 
The State 
Normal 
School 
and 
grounds at DeKalb is undergoing some 
im portant improv ements. The stone 
wall and fence along the sidewalk bor 
dering the grounds will be rebuilt. 
Six thousand dollars 
w ill be used In 
grading the grounds. 
About $700 will be used in increas­ 
ing the library . 
A modern grand 
stand costing $1,500 has just been com­ 
pleted at the Athletic Park. 
One 
and perhaps two lagoons will be built 
on the campus. The money for these 
Improv ements has been appropriated 
and is now in the banks at DeKalb. 
The plans for these improv ements 
were subm itted to the trustees F ri­ 
day . I F. Edwards of this city was 
present at the meeting.

THE MAN OF DESTINY, 
Manager Blancke nex t introduced 
Prof S. A. Long, who lectured on 
“The Man of Destiny ,” or Napoleon 
Bonaparte. 
This leader called himself the man 
of destiny , and such he was. 
I want 
y ou to see him as he stands out in 
history . His life was the ex pression 
of a great truth. 
The greatness of a man depends 
upon the principle for whioh 
he 
stands. The crisis of 179 4 demanded 
th at France hav e a leader. 
In our 
brief sketch in the life of this man, 
we must be content with but few of 
the episodes of his life. 
I do know 
th at in the tragedy of war he stood 
for France, when France stood for 
free gov ernment. 
Thousands of people seem to hav e 
no other occupation than to change 
tbeir minds. 
The audience was in sy mpathy with 
the speaker, shown by em phatic ap­ 
plause when he spoke of the sev erity 
necessary to reduce a mob to reason and 
obedience,-the same method used by 
Napoleon when with a battery and 
grape-shot he cleared the streets of 
Paris of a mob, and term inated the 
horrors of the French Rev olution 
Napoleon’ sudden passage of the 
Alps was a complete surprise to his 
enemies, who thought such & passage 
impossible, because it nev er had been 
done; but y ou must nev er regard a 
thing as impossible with a man who 
thinks a thing can be done and has a 
will to trv it. Hav ing passed the 
Alps he bought and woo a decisiv e 
battle. 
The speaker agrees with Headley 
th at the wars of Napoleon were waged 
of necessity and not from choioe. 
On the 9 th day of April 1803, Na­ 
poleon’s brothers, Joseph and Lucian, 
called on him to learn If he designed 
to sell his American possessions. He 
said he had thought of it. They tried 
to dissuade him from it; ev en with 
threats. 
On the 12th of April, following Na­ 
poleon’s decision by two day s the 
American and French officials were 
together in a cafe talking ov er their 
bargain for only the islands of Orleans,

Some of the name« of the common­ 
est animal# are lost iu the dimness 
of antiquity, such as fox, weasel, 
gheep, horse, dog and b ab oon. 
Of the 
origin of these the clew Is forev er lost. 
With camel one cannot go further 
b ack than the Latin word cainelus, and 
elephant is deriv ed from the old Hin­ 
doo word elph, which means an ox. 
The old root of the word wolf meant 
one who tears or 
rends. 
Lynx Is from tin- same Latin root 
as the word lux (lignti and prob ab ly 
was giv en to these wildcats on ac­ 
count of the fierce b rightness of their 
eyes. 
Lion is, of course, from the 
Latin leo, which word, iu turn, is lost 
far 
b ack 
in the Egyptian tongue, 
where the word ! »r the king of b easts 
was 
lab u. 
The 
compound 
word 
leopard is first found in the Persian 
language, where pars stands for pan­ 
ther 
Seal, v ery appropriately, was 
once a word meaning of the sea; close 
to the Latin sal, the sea. 
Puma, jaguar, tapir and peccary 
(from paquifes) are all names from 
South 
American 
Indian 
languages. 
The coyote and oeelet were called 
coyoti and ocelote b y the Mexicans 
long b efore Cortes landed on their 
shores. 
Moose is 
from the Indian 
word 
mouswah, 
meaning 
wood 
eater; 
skunk, from seganku, an Algonquin 
term; wapiti In the Creek language 
means white deer, and was originally 
applied to the Rocky mountain goat, 
b ut the name is now restricted to the 
American elk. 
Carib ou is also a na­ 
tiv e Indian word; opossum Is from 
possowne, and raccoon Is from the In­ 
dian arrathkune (b y further aphere- 
sis soon). 
Rhinoceros Is pure Greek, meaning 
nose horned, b ut b eav er has indeed 
had a rough time of It In its trav els 
through v arious languages. It Is hard­ 
ly recognizab le as b eb rus, b ab ru and 
b ru. 
The latter Is the ultim ate root 
of the English word b rown. The orig­ 
inal application was doub tless on ac­ 
count of the color of the creature’s 
fur. 
O tter goes b ack to Sanscrit, 
where It is udra. 
The significance of 
this word is in its close kinship to 
udan, meaning water. 
The little mouse hands its name 
down through the years from the old, 
old Sanskrit, the root meaning to steal.

Deer is of ob scure origin, b ut may 
hav e b een au adjectiv e, meaning wild. 
Elk is deriv ed from the same root as 
eland, and the history of the latter 
word is un intcw# ting one. 
It meant 
a sufferer, and was applied b y the 
Teutons to the elk of the old world 
on account of the awkward gait and 
stiff mov ements of this ungainly ani­ 
mal 
Squirrel has a poetic origin in the 
Greek language, its original meaning 
b eing shadow tall. 
Tiger is far more 
intricate. 
The old Persian word tir 
meant arrow, while tlghra signified 
sharp. 
The application to this great 
animal was in allusion to the swiftness 
with which the tiger leaps upon its 
prey.—Detroit News-Trib une.
